" THE MAJOR'S GHOST.

It was the twelfth annual dinnerof the
club, and the Colonel, the Major, the
Captain. were seated aronnd a table
loaded with wine and fruit.

We were all married except
the Mujor, and it was a wonder to us
that he was not marvied, for the Major
wis just the man who could have made
a ood and true woman's life bright and
joyous,

Handsome, brave, generous,a delight-
ful talker, an author of no common mer-
it, nnd possessed of a fortune ample
nnough to make the world's comforts
end luxuries aceessible, the Major was
much sought in sovicty and was ever
rendy to respond to  the eall.  But
while attentive to all women with whom
he was thrown in contact, he was noted
for the impartinlity with which he be-
stowed these attentions,  We knew that
he could ensily earry off a desirable prize
but he never made the attempt.

The follawing artiele copied from the
Now York (Mserver was written by Mr,
W Chambers, and is o fine statément
of the onuse of the present tronbile in T
land, A nomber of ints are sugrested
a8 Lo how Tarming may be made success.
ful. These are the words as given in
Clhasbers Jowrnal @

In a social point of view, Ireland is a
stronge  problem. With immense ad-
vantages 08 regacds situation, its near
neighborbood to Englaud, und its politi-
cal status as o member on the United
Kingdom, it lags beliind in general peace
and prosperity.  To o eertain extent it
continues meadimval omidst the sarroun-
dings of advanced eivilization, On all
oceasions there i« something wrong with
it Sometimes it i affficted with bad
harvests and tervible famines; and out
of publie compassion, it hns to be helped
by echaritable contributions, Al other
times, thotugh the harvest happens to be
fuvorable. there in a bitter ory that the
tenunt farmers are oppressed by land-
lovds, who must by all means be got rid
of, Laws to meliomte alleged evils have
been freguently applied, hut with o qual-
ifidely beneficial effect.  Whntever you
do, Trish clamor appears to suffer no di
minution. Alps on Alps arise, The press
toils without intermission to keep readers
abreast of Ivish wants,  So mnoh, one
way and another, is said abont Ireland,
its woes, wishes ana disorders, and so
mueh has been done for it fivst and last,
that people give up the subject in des.
pair.  The problem scems “beyond sol.
ving. Tt 15 a8 if the ills of Iveland were
incurable,

A hopeless looking business but it ean
not be left slone.  If only for the sake
of peace,it must be attended to someliow.
In aomatier of this sorl, where there is &
mystery to be wnrnvelled, the best way
15 to begin at the beginming,  Tow did
“the green isle of the occan” get into o
stute of uffairs so peeuliarly painfal and
exceptionable?  Searching bhack,it is un-
hnpl-ily found  thar, wnlike the sister
countries, Tvelund - had never any settled
national monarehy to  consolidate and
moulid its socinl condidion Tt had petty
kings and chiefs ruling over certain dis
tricts of the country, and under whom
the arts of peace made no proper adyance.
There were brilliant ecelesiastieal epi-
godes. Theve were heroie exploits, particu-
larly in expelling Seandinavian intruders.
Finally, there was a long and ineffectual
struggle against the Anglo Norman con-
quest, during which matters were worse
rather than better, The English treated
Ireland neither as o eolony  aceording to
niodern maxims, nor a5 an integral part
of the realm of Englind.  They kept it
down [by force; and to help themin do-
ing 80, they partitioned a great part of
the conntry among English generals and
other favorites. “The people were Ueltic
in race and in langunwe,and for the most
part they were esteemed little hetter than
untamenble savages.  The result was
frequent revoltgench ending in fresh La-
treds and fresh confiscations,

The attempts of the English Govern-
ment to introduee the Reformed faith in
the sixteenth century, stiveed up ficree
dissersions in Treland, that have only in
lute vears been appensed.  The fight of
the Earls of Tyrone and Tyrconnel, con-
seiquent of an abortive rebellion, aforded
James 1 an opportrnity, in 1608, of
]-1:mliug Ulster with settlers from Eng
and and Soeotland, whose dseendants
still form an important ingredient in the
northern part n} the island. All previous
insurrections were outdone by the re-
bellion of 1641, which produced & state
of anarchy that Tasted il 1649, when the
country  was overrun by Cromwell,
Widesprowd devastations ensued, with
wifts of estates to favorite soldiers and
mrtisuns, The Revolution  of 1688
wonght a venewal of disaster, The
natives gencrally ook the part of the
fugitive James 11; were defeated by the
forces of King Willimn at the Doyne,
and ngain nt Augheim, July 12, 1691,
which settled the affair.  Unfortunately,
but very naturally, the recolleetion of
these humiliating defeats by William of
Orvange were kept alive by o series of
penal statutes unwisely coneeived in the
nirrowest politieal  spivit, and  which
though long  since relaxed, still enuse

hostile party divisions and  occasional
ontbreak s,

To do England justice, it has as we
all know, endenvored by recent megsures
to atone for past wrongs, and shorteom
ings; nor, to all appearance, will it ecase
it endenvors to win the confidence of
the Irish by & course of generous deal-
ings and unswerving  justioe.  But how
long will it take to nndo the sad eonse-
quences of  peevious  misgovernment?
Traditions of conquest and oppression
may in time die out o feebly linger s
4 matter of sentiment in song and ballad
liternture. "The distressing consideration
is , that nsage adverse to a tranquil so-
einl system have beon bequeathed and
fostered throngh the ignorines and gross
mismanagement  of the adventurers to
whom lands were heedlessly assigned in
heritage,  "T'his lirings us to the root of
wrennial disorder in Ireland, In the
arge towns with u mlscellancons Lugy
population, all woes well.  Distractions
ave conlined to cortain ruvnd distriets,
where agriculture remainsin that wretoh
e condition which renders the eomfort-
nhile subsistence of o growing popalation
impossible, 108 these distriets, seatter
el i difforent diveetions; that form the
lideous Blot in the condition of Treland,
wied are o taint 1o the whole yural Hys
Len.

Selling the
good will of n farm is noknown.  Such
it the practice of Iand tenure in Seotland,
where if not absolutely perfeet, it is ns
nearly so a8 in any part of the worlld
The system evidently imposes heavy oh
ligations on the landlord: bnt these are
aceepted ns a4 matter of convse,  Where
an owner ennnot overtnke these obliga
tiong, he must either horrow money or
soll out. So clearly are the mutual duties
of landlovd and tenant defined, that usu
ally no disputes drise.  We maintain
that it would not be easy to improve on
these primury arrangements,

Ad a rule so far ns we ean gatherthe
simple and efficacions  process of land
tenure now described s revorsed in Ire
Iand. The ontlay for dwelling honscs,
fences and other improvements isthrown
on the tenant who lins o preearions ocen
paney, and may be evieted without
compensation, on failing to pay his rent,
An [rish correspondent writing in the
Pimos, October 5, and who wives Tis
name amd nddvess, explicitly snysof Trish
tenant furmerss <Al the Duildings, fen
ced, farm roads, surlice improvements,
and the dminage connected  with the
Irish landed property, are the iuvest
ments of the tennnts,  Even where the
landlord  bhorrows money  for diminage
purposes from the Board of Works, the
tenant is made to vepay in the shape of
inerensed rent, and s therefore the per
son who has made the expenditure in the

end,”  In this statement there are por
liaps  exaggerations:  buty undeniably

there is o very common practice in Ire
land of throwing the cost of dwelling
houses and some other essentinl cliarges
on the tenant. It can searcely be other
wiges for where lnndlords have hundpeeds
if not thowsands of small tenants. they
couldd not provide them all with houses,
and are from sheer necessily obligod to
let them  construet dwellings for them
selves.  We are prepared to learn that
these outlays of the tenants are consid
cred in the adjustment of rent: but the
practice is wholly fnconsistent with land
tenure, and s seemingly the tortile sonree
of disputes and entanglements,
Admitting that the statements on the
subject are substantially trne, we are en
titled 1o sny, that here, staring usin the
face, is the canse of all the nproar in
Ireland—an  enormous mass  of  small
tenants ocenpying the soil.  The land-
lords, it may besasid, dild not ereate the
tenants,  In the desperate struggle for
existence, the tenants  eame 1o the land.
lords and bid one against the other for
their respective holdings.  That may ae
count for the manner in which the small
tenre gystem hegang but itinsufliciently
justifies its continnanoe from generation
to generation, when, by the multiplien-
tion of families, the system goes beyond
all bonnds of decency and endurance.
Land exists, not to suit the mere fanoy,
the indolence or the avarice of owners.
not as n field wherenpon panper tennnts
may multiply till the end of time, but for
the general good of the community.
Landowners, no matter where they are
loeated, are, in the eye of Nature and
man, invested with o solomn trast, not
to be trifled  with,  Irish landlords, in
their absontezism, carclessness ar extray
aganee, hnve failed to wecognize the ol
ligations incumbent on theiv position.
In the light of English and Scottish pro
coedure, they lave not done their duty,
We do not deny that there are good amd
hamane lindlords in - Treland, who have
enlarged their farms to proper dimen
sions, and #pent considerable snms on
permanent improvements.  DBut it is not
to these we allude. We are speaking of
the hosts of landlords with swarins of
small tenants, whose condition is i an
omalay, an anachronism, a4 natioual sean
dal; amd we ask with some reason, why
the empirve at barge is to e continunlly
tortured with vweports of isery and (dis
ordery avising out of the Blundering man-
agement of this olass of Ivish estates? It
Wiks ]:l.lr]_\' stated 1 n news VT that a
eertinin nobleman in Treland had athon
sand tenant farmoers with vents not abiove
ten pounds each. Stll later an Irish
landlord publiely makes the avowal: #1
receive rents in Kerry from Teur thou-
gand one hundred and sixty tenants.”
Such a confeasion!  How can a country
be peaceful or prosperons while the lands
agricultural or pastoral, are cut up into
patehes of o few acres, distributed among
peasant ocenpants ot rents five, ten, or
to be very liberal, say twenty pounds a
head?
